He  submits  the  accompanying  statement,  wrhich  gives  the  names 
of  all  the  agents  who  have  made  lelurns  or  payment?  to  liic  Trea- 
siir}' ;  the  names  of  (he  securities  otv  all  the  bonds  which  arc  filed 
therein  ;  all  the  payments  mads  by  ihciu  respectively  ;  as  also  the 

I  amount  paid  since  the  date  of  the  Treasurer's  Repcrl. 

I       This  siatement  sliows  that  several  of  (hem  are  in  arrears,  and 

I  that  one,  though  he  has  paid  for  the  la!t  year,  has  failed  to  make 
return  or  payment  for  (he  three  preceding  year".  This  fact  has 
been  coinmunicaled  to  the  Attorney  General,  with  a  request  tha^ 
he  woidd  encjuire  into  the  cause  of  failure,  and  institute  such  mea- 
sures as  he  might  think  the  case  required.
